Chippewa Falls, Wis., Dec. 22 


(INS.)—The first of three investiga- 
tions into the fatal Soo Line passen- 
ger train wreck here 
neared com- 


pletion today when a coroner's jury 
was empannelled to fix responsibility 
for the toll of eight dead and seven 
injured. 
Testimony which will be 


presented, it 
is said, will tend to 


show that the accident was caused by 
a defective switch bolt which splint- 
ered as the first cars of the heavy 
train passed over it allowing the din- 
ing car to "split" the switch, leave 
rails and plunge over the nearoy em- 
bankment fifty feet into the Chippe- 
wa river. It seems unlikely that any 
oerson would be held criminally lia- 
ble for the disaster although it was 
:ndicated the coroner's 
probe may

/ Washington, Dec. 22 (INS)—Sam- 
uel Gompers, late President of the 
American Federation of Labor, left 
an estate, whose value ~» 'slighily 
less than $30,000, according to a pre- 
liminary survey made by the execu- 
tors. 


A contest over thc two wills left by 


the dead labor leader loomed up to- 
day because of Gompers' execution 
of a second will,-only Are weeks be- 
fore'his death, in which he cut his 
widow off with"the minimum amount 
under the law." 
Lawyers for Mrs. 


Gompers said she would contest the 
probate of the second will. 


The estate consisted of cash and 


personal effects 
valued at $10,000, 


and real estate amounting almost to 
$20,000. Under,the last will the wid- 
ow will get ono third of this, the rest 
going to Gompers children and grand 
children . 


Members of the family declined to- 


day to discuss the domestic circum- 
sances that prompted Gompers to 
make a second will, but admitted that 
the aged labor leader and his bride 
of a few years had not been "happy" 
in the months preceding his death.

younger than 
her husband.

were married in 1921.

field, June 28, 1824. In 1804, when 
40 years of age, she wan suffering 
from ill health and moved to Nebras- 
ka For 57 years »hc lived in Fonta- 
nelle vicinity where she waa very 
active. For nine years she has been 
unable to walk anil has moved about 
in her chair. Her memory Is better 
on i'ar past events than on present 
day affairs, which is usual with elder- 
ly people. Five generations, includ- 
ing her only living son, A. 0. McMul- 
lin, her great grandchildren and great 
great grandchildren wero present on 
this occasion. She has living 72 great 
grandchildren nnd four great great 
grandchildren. Three of her children 
and four grandchildren have "passed 
on."
